ing assignment, engraving the adverb 
immune instead of the desired adjective 

IMMUNIS. 

According to Breen, when Mould - who 
had been one of the legal coiners for the 
state of New Jersey - fled the region to 
avoid debtor’s prison, this die and other 
iron-working tools went along to New York 
and the Machin’s Mills operations. 

Atlee used the die to make a number of 
crude experimental strikes, according to 
Breen. 

Crosby’s hypothesis for the 1786 and 
1787-dated issues was considered the stan¬ 
dard school of thought until Damon Dou¬ 
glas wrote an article for the American 
Numismatic Association journal. The 
Numismatist, in 1944 discussing one par¬ 
ticular specimen that was struck on a wide 
planchet. 

He noted that the dies appeared to be 
made using punches that also made dies for 
New Jersey coppers, suggesting a shared 
origin. 

Freidus noted that while Crosby believed 
the issue was a pattern, many of the more 
than 100 known are well worn, suggesting 
that the issue did circulate. 

The coins are found on two different size 
planchets. Most are on planchets that are a 
couple of millimeters smaller than the dies, 
so the date is often at least partially off the 
planchet, according to researcher Hodder’s 
hypothesis. 

A small number of the Immunis Colum¬ 
bia coppers are struck on wide planchets, 
“thin enough that their average weight is 
about the same as that of the narrow, thick 
planchets,” according to Freidus. “The 
wide planchet specimens are actually over¬ 
strikes. On three of them, it is clear that the 
undertype is a 1786 New Jersey copper. ... 
And these three are struck from the earliest 
die states known. The dies later clashed, 
developed die breaks, and the obverse start¬ 
ed to sink because of imperfect hardening. 
Being apparently the earliest specimens 
struck suggests that these three wide 
planchet specimens were trials or test spec¬ 
imens.” 

Hodder wrote that Ogden did not strike 
the 1787-dated Immunis Columbia coppers 
to support his March 3, 1787, coinage pro¬ 
posal, but may have produced them to pro¬ 


vide himself with another source of rev¬ 
enue. 

The fact that the Immunis Columbia cop¬ 
pers adhere to the statutory weight standard 
for New Jersey coppers further suggests 
that their fabrication was under Ogden’s 
auspices. Hodder notes there were no pro¬ 
hibitions in the New Jersey contract against 
minting other types. 

Hodder concluded that Ogden produced 
the 1787 Immunis Columbia coppers circa 
late 1788 to the middle of 1789, in the orig¬ 
inal Rahway mint in New Jersey where 
Maris 16-S {The Coins of New Jersey by 
Edward Maris) and Maris 26-S had been 
made. 

“Clearly, two different issues are signified 
by the different flan sizes,” according to 
Hodder. “All the technical parameters, and 
the die emission sequences, suggest that 
the large flan issue was struck in the same 
minting facility that coined New Jersey 
coppers,” Hodder wrote. 

“The small flan variety was struck in a 
mint that more closely controlled the align¬ 
ment of the obverse and reverse dies than 
was typical of the Vermont and Connecti¬ 
cut operations. ... Since the die emission 
sequences clearly show that the smallest flan 
coins were struck contemporaneously with 
the largest flan ones, the same Mint facili¬ 
ty must have struck both,” Hodder writes. 

Hodder believes the evidence clearly 
points to Ogden. 

Freidus suggests otherwise. 

“If, as Hodder believes, these are the 
product of Matthias Ogden, the issue as a 
whole makes sense as a way to produce 
coinage without paying a commission to 
the state,” according to Freidus. “But why 
do so after having already made a legiti¬ 
mate copper coin and presumably having 
paid the commission on it? The wide 
planchet specimens make sense ... if they 
are test specimens. They only confuse me 
more if they are circulation strikes. 

“Other potential sources of confusion are 
the similarity of the design to the even rar¬ 
er 1785 Immune Columbia patterns and the 
existence of a few other coins or mules 
with the Immunis Columbia design that 
seem to prove not a single origin but mere¬ 
ly that die cutters saw each others’ work,” 
Freidus concluded. CE>

Open to debate 

Immunis Columbia coppers intrigue researchers

The origins of the Immunis Columbia 
issues of Colonial America have been the 
subject of debate among numismatic 
researchers for decades. 

Sylvester S. Crosby in his 1875 reference, 
The Early Coins of America, labeled the 
issue as a pattern manufactured by the pri¬ 
vate Machin’s Mills mint in Newburgh, 
N.Y., from dies cut by James F. Atlee. 

Crosby suggested some of the dies were 
intended as patterns for coins of New Jer¬ 
sey, New York or a national issue. 

According to Dr. Philip L. Mossman, the 
Immunis Columbia coppers were believed 
to have been patterns presented to Con¬ 
gress in 1787 by Matthias Ogden in his 
petition for the federal contract coinage 
ultimately awarded instead to the contrac¬ 
tors for the Fugio cent. 

Walter Breen, first in a 1979 treatise on 
which he later expounded in his 1988 tome, 
Walter Breen’s Complete Encyclopedia of 
U.S. and Colonial Coins, offered his con¬ 
clusions the 1786- and 1787-dated Immu¬ 
nis coppers were patterns produced at the 
hands of Walter Mould, a fledgling British 
engraver from Birmingham, England, using 
dies from Thomas Wyon’s mint and muling 
them with dies of Mould’s own manufac¬ 
ture. 

Breen also notes that some of the pieces 
may be attributed to John Bailey, who 
assisted in the production of New Jersey 
coppers. 

Researcher Michael Hodder provided fur¬ 
ther food for thought in January 1991 in 
The Colonial Newsletter. 

Hodder studied the die emission 
sequences and found that the 1787-dated 
coppers were minted from late in 1788 until 
mid-1789, too late to have participated in 
negotiations for the federal contract. Hod¬ 
der subscribes to the theory that Ogden, 
coiner of the legitimate New Jersey cop¬ 
pers, was the source for the Immunis 
Columbia issues. 

As Dan Freidus wrote in his Jan. 28, 
2002, Coin World column, “Colonial Amer¬ 
icana,” “The ‘1787’ Immunis Columbia 
coppers are among the most intriguing ear¬ 


ly American coins. Little is known about 
them with any certainty, but there are many 
tidbits of information that only make them 
more interesting. 

“As the fledgling United States was trying 
to create an identity for itself and unify its 
citizens, here’s a dramatic coin declaring 
‘Immunis Columbia’: the United States 
(i.e., ‘Columbia’) would be free or immune 
from having to pay tribute or taxation with¬ 
out representation,” Freidu writes. 

The Immunis Columbia pieces dated 

1786 and 1787 should be not be confused 
with the immune Columbia coppers dated 
1785 and produced at Thomas Wyon’s mint 
in Birmingham, England. 

The two series share similar obverse 
designs (the major difference is that 
Columbia sits on a globe on the 1786 and 

1787 pieces, and on a crate on the 1785 
pieces) and legends. 

The 1785-dated pieces followed the aban¬ 
donment of Gouvemeur Morris’ proposal 
for a national gold and silver coinage and 
was part of on-going experiments toward 
developing a national money system. Mor¬ 
ris’ cumbersome system was never 
approved and is known only from the rare 
Nova Constellatio patterns and some sparse 
records. 

These 1785 copper patterns could be tied 
through their legends to Morris’ abandoned 
attempts in 1783. Both the 1783 Gou¬ 
vemeur Morris patterns for a gold and sil¬ 
ver coinage and the 1785 immune Colum¬ 
bia patterns for a copper coinage bear a 
design depicting an all-seeing eye with 
lines radiating outward, 13 stars and the 
legend nova constellatio. 

For the 1785 copper patterns, Wyon’s 
mint produced an obverse design depicting 
an allegorical female figure, presumably 
Columbia, seated on a crate (representing 
international commerce). In her out¬ 
stretched left hand are the scales of Justice 
and in her right, a pole with flag and liber¬ 
ty cap. 

For the 1785 pieces, one of Wyon’s pro¬ 
teges, Walter Mould, blundered his letter-

The remaining seven are all known to exist and are listed below. 

A second group of dies was purchased by Dr. Frank Smith Edwards 
also of New York. These included the Confederatio dies JAB-7 and 8, the 
Liberty Cap die, reverse of JAB-9, the Higley dies JAB-10, and the Letter 
to Hamilton dies JAB-11. Edwards first appeared in the city directory in 
1850. He is listed as a druggist at 907 Broadway, but by 1858 he is listed 
as a physician residing at 137 West Twenty-second Street. Attinelli de¬ 
scribed him as “...an Englishman by birth, by profession a physician. To 
him was attributed the appearance of several counterfeit pieces of rare 
American coins and medals, which, though extremely well executed, were 
quickly detected.” 3 These counterfeits included the 1796 half cent, the 
Immune Columbia pattern and the Charles Carroll of Carrollton Medals. 
Under the heading of “ Fabrications and Frauds” on page 216 of his sixty- 
ninth sale. Woodward writes, “Under the latter division of this head the 
first place should be given to Wyatts Counterfeits of the Pine Tree Money; 
next in order the still viler counterfeits of the late Dr. Edwards, the 1796 
Half Cent, the Perkins Washington Funeral Medals, and the Chas. Carroll 
j Medals....” 

Woodward’s continuing anger toward Edwards seems to suggest 
| that he himself might have been burned by the good doctors shenanigans. 

I His fourteenth sale of April 24, 1866, also includes several caustic refer- 
\ ences to Dr. Edwards. Under lot 944, a 1796 half cent he writes; “One of 
the Edwards counterfeits; as fine as when it fell from the die; this piece is 
found in no cabinet in the country; the dies were destroyed since the death 
of Dr. Edwards, together with all the pieces struck from them, with the 
exception of twelve purchased from him, his statement being that they 
were bought in London. It now appears that the dies were made to order 
in New York City.” One wonders if Woodward was the purchaser of these 
twelve 1796 half cents? Still later under lot 1537, a Carroll Medal he 
writes: “...Thus the matter rested till the decease of a certain gentleman in 
whose collection the dies were found, also several impressions in various 
metals, together with evidence showing that the dies were recently made 
in New York City. The dies are now destroyed, together with all the 
medals struck from them...”; and finally under lot 2146; “Washington 
Funeral Medal, HE IS IN GLORY, THE WORLD IN TEARS ; rev. Urn,

inscribed G. W.; splendid, nearly proof impression in gold, several of these 
pieces have, from time to time been sold as genuine, but it is now known 
that they are counterfeits, the dies having been in the possession of the late 
Dr. Edwards; they are now destroyed, together with all the pieces struck 
from them, excepting the few mentioned as having been sold to collec¬ 
tors;...” 4 Despite disclosure of this information, the gold funeral medal in 
this sale brought $30.00. Woodward had in fact sold another example in 
his April 28, 1863 sale lot 2275 for $55.00. Regarding the Arsenal and 
Young America mules however, he never again cataloged them using the 
numbers struck as given in the Finotti sale. 

Shortly after Edwards died in 1865 his estate was auctioned by 
Edward Cogan. The announcement of that sale shown here, lends cred¬ 
ibility to the commonly held view that Edwards was not above passing his 
counterfeits to an unsuspecting public. Cogan finds it necessary to reas¬ 
sure buyers that he has excluded “any piece that I did not believe to be 
original.” The sale is rich with mulings from Bolen’s dies including several 
struck in silver, but it is curiously lacking in any struck from the Higley 
and Confederatio dies. 

In the Hoffman sale of April 1866 cited above. Woodward also 
states that the copy dies for the 1796 half cent, Carroll medal, and Wash¬ 
ington Funeral Medal by Perkins were all destroyed after Edwards’ death. 
The person most likely to have the opportunity to do this and pass the 
information along to Woodward was Edward Cogan. That the Bolen dies 
once owned by Edwards came into his possession at this time is borne out 
by a statement from Bolen’s 1905 catalog; “Some years after I saw the No. 
11 dies in the possession of Edward Cogan, of Brooklyn, N.Y., but they 
were ruined by rust.” Cogan undoubtedly defaced and destroyed the copy 
dies, or allowed Bolen to do it himself, which could explain another of his 
1905 assertions, “Nos 6,7,8 and 9, I destroyed the dies....” To this point 
they have not surfaced, so there is no reason to doubt this claim. Several 
pieces were struck from the defaced dies however, and these did not appear 
until Woodward’s sixty-ninth sale, of October 13, 1884. Probably they 
were struck in 1865, but remained with Cogan or Bolen or Woodward 
until this sale took place. 

In his nineteenth and twentieth sales. Woodward also named

:s Four Separate 


By William J. Wild 


The need of a Mint in the colonies 
was one of numerous grievances 
against England|Jor years, culminating 
in the Declaration of Independence and 
the American Revolution of 1776. 

Plans for the Mint were formulated 
more than a decade before a single coin 
was struck. The Articles of Confedera¬ 
tion, dated July 9, 1778, stated that the 
“United States in Congress assembled 
shall . . . have the sole and exclusive 
right and power of regulating the alloy 
and value of coin struck by their own 
authority or by that of the respective 
states.” Unless the states continued in¬ 
dividually to mint their own coinage, 
this proposition presupposed the ex¬ 
istence of a national Mint. 

The subject of a national Mint for 
the United States was introduced by 
Robert Morris, the patriot and finan¬ 
cier of the Revolution in 1782. He sub¬ 
mitted to Congress a series of pattern 
pieces in silver designed by Benjamin 
Dudley to carry out Gouverneur Mor¬ 
ris’ (assistant financier of the Con¬ 
federation) decimal idea for US money. 
These are known as Nova Constellatio 
patterns and consist of the mark, quint 
and bit. 

Thomas Jefferson believed the dollar 
was already as familiar and convenient 
as the British pound. He advocated the 
simple dollar unit as we know it today. 
Congress gave formal approval to his 
suggestion in 1785 and the mark, quint 
and bit remain as patterns. 

However, a series of copper Nova 
Constellatios, similar in design to the 
rejected 1783 silver patterns but bear¬ 
ing no denomination, were struck in 
Birmingham, England. The dies were 
cut by Thomas Wyon with the dates 
1783, 1785 and a few dated 1786. Little 
is known of their history but they are 
believed to be a private business ven¬ 
ture of Gouverneur Morris. 

Thomas Wyon, the English diecutter, 
anticipated further contracts with the 
United States and began making dies. 
The earliest of these dies was the 1785 
IMMUNE COLUMBIA, meaning “Free 
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America.” This die comes' with three 
different Nova reverses; NOVA CON¬ 
STELLATIO, pointed rays, in silver 
and copper; NOVA CONSTELATIO, 
with star in border, in copper and 
NOVA CONSTELATIO blunt rays in 
copper and a single specimen, in gold, 
now reposing in the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington D. C. This 
combination of dies was never adopted 
and remain as patterns. 

The 1785 IMMUNE die was evidently 
brought over to America by Walter 
Mould, an employee of Thomas Wyon 
at the Birmingham Mint in 1786, the 
year in which he was to receive 
employment at the Morristown, New 
Jersey, Mint. When Mould’s contract 
expired in 1788, his minting equipment 
and the 1785 IMMUNE die came into 
the hands of Thomas Machin at his 
Mint located at New Grange, Ulster 
City, now Newburgh, New York. At the 
so-called “Manufactory of Hardware” 
at Newburgh, two very rare mulings 
were made: GEORGE III REX with 
1785 IMMUNE COLUMBIA and VER- 
MON AUCTORI with the IMMUNE. 

Illustrated is the extremely rare dou¬ 
ble struck 1785 IMMUNE die muled 
with the Vermont die showing a full 
1785 date and the tops of a second 1785 
date. The Vermont die main device is 
the head of George III with proper 
Vermont legends, the work of James F. 
Attlee, a partner in the Machin Mill 
enterprise. This coin was minted in the 
1789-1790 period and was meant for 
circulation in the Colonies to relieve 
the coin shortage prior to the establish¬ 
ment of our first United States Mint in 
1792. 

This coin is as important historically 
as the 1785 IMMUNE COLUMBIA 
with NOVA CONSTELLATIO 
reverses which never did reach the cir¬ 
culation state in this country. 

The head of George III was used on 
the coins, since no particular obverse 
design was specified under Vermont 
law. Proper legends were added to the 
obverse design. Punches intended for

imitation halfpence were diverted to 
Vermont dies when the Machin’s Mill 
agreement was made June 7, 1787, at 
Newburgh, New York. 

The Vermont coiners needed the die 
making services, punches and tools so 
desperately of James F. Attlee that 
they were willing to give up 60 per 
cent of the profits from their franchise 
and to decorate Vermont coins with the 
king’s profile, against whom they 
fought to obtain their freedom. 

It is believed that after the illus¬ 
trated coin was struck, it stuck to the 
upper die (IMMUNE side) as the 
screw returned to its original position. 
Meanwhile, a new blank was inserted 
onto the lower VERMON die. As the 
screw came down close to the starting 
point, the original coin became dislodg¬ 
ed and settled on top the blank plan- 
chet in an off-center position, and was 
struck in that position. This caused a 
double off-center IMMUNE strike with 
no doubling of the VERMON side, just 
a sinking, due to the blank planchet 
covering the lower die.

Torres Describes 
Barcelona Croats 

Croats of Barcelona issued between 
1285 and 1706 are described in a 
Catalonian-language volume written by 
Antoni Badia i Torres, Barcelona, Spain. 
The volume retails for $16 postpaid. 

The 214-page hard cover volume was 
issued under the patronage of the 
numismatic section of the Circulo 
Filatelico y Numismatico, Barcelona. 
There are 1,175 Croats and smaller 
coins described in the volume, 1,150 of 
which are illustrated on 65 plates. 

Dr. F. Mateu i Llopis wrote the pro¬ 
logue to the book. The subject matter is 
divided into three sections: Croats of 
Catalonian-Aragonian sovereigns, 1285 
to 1479; issues-of Ferdinand the Ca¬ 
tholic, 1479-1516; and coins of the 
Hapsburgs, 1516-1706. There is a 
biography for each king who issued 
coins in this period and a numismatic 
commentary before each reign.

Conclusion: The Silver Immunes must have been made before the late states of 
the 1785 Crosby 3-B Nova Constellatios, as well as the 1-B, since the 1-B al¬ 
ways shows a latter state of the B reverse than the 3-B, The possibility 
exists that these Novas may have been made at a. later dote, but, this is im¬ 
probable. It also follows that if the silver Immunes were made in this country, 
the Novas mentioned must have also have been made here after the Silver Immunes. 
If there Is evidence that these Novas were made in England, then, the Silver 
Immunes would most probably have to have been made there prior to the Nova 
strikings. The only evidence that we have that the Silver Immunes were made 
here at a later date is the partial unde 1 ’type on one specimen (Lu Riggs), 
which was determined to be over a U.3. Quarter 1815-1828. Tile possibility 
exists that we may have been mistaken in the undertype, and the undertype may 
actually have been a British shilling, as far back es Queen Anne, since the 
small portions of the under-type that were visiole could very well have matched 
the designs of these coins us well as the U.S. Quarter.
